1.56 Duty to diacloae information material to patentability. 

(a) * A patent by ita very nature ia affected with a public intereot. The public interest ia beat cerved, 
and the moat effective patent examination occura when, at the time an application ia being examined, the Of fice 
ia aware of and evaluateo the teachinga of all information material to patentability. Each individual 
associated with the filing and prosecution of a patent application hae a duty of candor and good faith in 
dealing with the Office, which includea a duty to diocloee to the Office all information known to that 
individual to. be- material to patentability aa defined in thia aection. The duty to diacloae information exiata 
withreapect to each pending claim until the claim ia cancelled or withdrawn from conaideration, or the 
applicatidi* be come a abandoned. Information material to the patentability of a claim that ia cancelled or 
withdrawn from conaideration need not be eubmitted if the information ia not material to the patentability of 
any claiWemaining under conaideration in the application.
